The adventure of.. Lieut. Sir 
Ernest 
Shackelton heading the British 
trans- 
Antarctic expedition 
had a 
three-fold 
purpose, to navigate Antarctic 
on 
a 
meridian; to secure for the British flag 
the honor of being the 
first 
emblem 
taken to the south polar realm and to 
conduct scientific work relating among 
other phases to meteorology, geogiaphy 
and geodetic survey. 


The expedition was financed for the 
most part by large gifts from persons 
interested in polar explorations. 
Funds 
amounting 
to 
more 
than 
$300,000 
were raised, including $50,000 from tlie 
British government. 


Left in Fall of 1914. 


The expedition left England in two 
sections about six weeks after the Euro- 
pean war began but it was not until 
early in January, 1915. after delay due 
to unfavorable ice conditions that the 
party headed by Sir Ernest himself set 
off on a 1,700'mile voyage from South 
Georgia, an uninhabited island in the 
south Atlantic ocean about 800 miles 
due east of Cape Horn for Ross sea on 
the other side of the south pole. 


From Tasmania on the New Zealand 
side of. the Antarctic the second 
sec- 
tion meanwhile had sailed, also for the 
Ross sea, there to t meet Sir Ernest's ex 
pedition 
with 
supplies 
necessary 
for 
both sections to return to New Zealand. 


Changed Plans Necessary. 


Sir Ernest hoped originally to come 
out of the Antarctic by April, 
1915, 
but conditions far from propitious made 
necessary a change of plan. 
The sec- 
tion which started from Tasmania was 
obliged to spend the winter of 1915-16 
at the Ross sea to await Sir Ernest's 
arrival, which had been expected some 
time this month. 


Sir Ernest sailed in the Endurance, a 
three-master, 
with 
auxiliary 
engines 
which gave her a ten knot speed. 
This 
vessel of 
360 tons, 
was 
built 
with 
"wooden walls" two feet thick of almost 
solid oak. 
Oak and pliant pitch mne 
were the only woods employed. 
Her 
accommodations were for 32 
persons 
and the party which sailed included fif- 
teen officers and scientists, 
i h o Endur- 
ance carried seventy dogs and a number 
of motor sledges. 
The Ross sea party 
sailed on the Aurora, in command of 
Lieut. Aneas Mackintosh, R. N. R., who 
was in charge-also of the chronometers 
and 
meteorological 
instruments.

Aurora carried. 26 dogs.

The French guns have been ener- 
getically cannonading the German po- 
sitions in the. Malancourt wood, on 
the edge of the Azgonnoe, northwest 
of Verdun.

seen in GasaS Grandes for many months. 


Impressed by Negro Troops. 


Two Mormon colonists who arrived 
on the train confirmed the statements of 
the crew. 
They said that the Casas 
(Grandes natives were very respectful to 
the American white soldiers, but were 
most impressed by a colored regiment 
which left for the south yesterday. The 
Mormons said that many natives of 
Casas Grandes were convinced that Villa 
could not cscapo the negro troopers. 


In the absence of positive information 
regarding the pursuit of Villa, the main 
interest along the border was centered 
on the iuter-factional crisis in Mexico.

[with a casual smile of doubtful interest, let's look into the thing a bit 
and see if you haven't a very real part in this important civic func- 
tion. The merchants of Fort Wayne set the idea going locally, but 
do not get tke impression that it is solely a coilimercial innovation 
designed vi-itll the mercenary motive of inducing you to bedeck your- 
self in gorgeous new raiment to the consequent enhaJicement of the 
merchant's wealth. That is by no means either the moving impulse 
or the adequate measure of the institution. 


We ought to "dress up" most assuredly. Now, as of old, "the 
apparel oft pro<claims the man," and while it is not an unfailing ap- 
praisement of his virtues or his abilities, it is always desirable. One 
has a better, a more optimistic outlook on life when he is "perked 
up" a bit in the matter of attire than when he glimpses the world 
from raiment tattered and torn, and he OWBS it to himself to fall 
in line when evei-ybody's doing it and, to the extent which his circum- 
stances will allow, show recognition of the Dress-Up Week occasion. 
It does not mean plunging into excessive expenditure for the time, 
but it signifies a contribution to a new civic spirit that promises to be 
still more appreciated after it has become better uuderstood and more 
generally accepted. 


But the "dressing up" need not and should not be confined to 
your personal adornment. The old town needs "dressing up " as Avell.

AMERICA AND PEACE 


Historians have unearthed the fact that in the one hundred years 
that Indiana has been a state, Thomas Taggart is but the fifth man 
appointed to fill a vacancy in the senate from this state. The first 
vacancy of this kind was created by the death of James Noble in 1831, 
and Robert Hanna was named to the vacant seat. Senator James 
Whitcomb died in 1852, and the vacancy went to Charles William 
Gathcart. Senator Bright was expelled in February, 1862, and his 
successor was Joseph Albert Wright. The fourth vacancy was cre- 
ated by the death of Senator Oliver P. Morton, who had been Indi- 
ana's war governor, in 1877, and the successor appointed was the 
noted Daniel W. Vorhees, famed ss the "tall.sycamore of the Wa- 
bwh," who was subsequently elected and gave distinguished service 
in the upper house of congress. 


And as another outcome of Indiana's first state-wide primary 
there is now flowing into the offifie of United States District Attorney 
Sll^ck, at Indianapolis, a considerable number of complaints of crook- 
edness with requests for federal action, some of them backed up by 
affidavits on which it is possible prosecutions may be instituted. The 
thing that stands out most strikingly in th^ case, however, is the ab- 
sence of complaint from Terre Haute, which, while it indulged in 
some maulings and some shootings, appears to have been free fron^ 
frftud. It is at Indianapolis and at Gary that most of the crooked- 
ness is alleged, and if Terre Haute now rises to a point of order 
against being longer made the target of the finger of scorn, it will be 
promptly sustained. 


The house public buildings and grounds committee (jt Washing- 
'ton has voted a favorable report on Congressman Cline's bill to pro- 
vide a new postoffice building for Fort Wayne. Of course, the meas- 
ure must take its chances on a vote in both house and senate, but in 
its progress thus far there is not the slightest ground for disappoint-

WaBhington,' March 
2i.—The next 
presidential election may be decided by 
women voters of the United States. 


\\*omeii today hold the balance of 
power. 


In 1910, at the time the census was 
taken, there was 3,665,445 women o& 
voting age in the 12 suffrage states. 
Based o^n the rates^of increase eince 
that 
time, there are now 
4,396,333 
women over 21 years of ago in these 
fctates. 


Leaving out the total negro, Indian 
and Oriental women, and all ffclien wom- 
en in America who have resided hero 
less than five years, there are still 4 - 
034,594 women voters eligible to tali> 
part in the next presidential contest. 


How will this poAver be used? 
"It will be used in the interest qI 
women," answered Alice Paul, chairman 
of the Congressional Union for Woman 
buffrage, the organization backing the 
Susan B. Anthony federal amendm-'nt 
for woman suffrage before,, confess. 


"As to how far it will be used, if 
necessary to use it, we will decide when 
the time comes. 


"If the party in office, which alone 
has power to report out and pass the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment, does so, 
there will be no nefed for mobilizing the 
women voters. 
If it does not—^well, 
we will wait and see." 


The congressional union has issued a 
call to all women eligible to vpte in the 
1916 elections, to study the election 
laws of their states and take steps nec- 
essary to qualify as voters. 


"Unless the party in power yields to 
the demands of women and submits the 
Anthony amendment," said Miss Paul, 
"the vote of every free woman will be 
needed in November to drive home tliu 
truth that the women of America stand 
for 'suffrage lirst.' 


"On May ,11 and 
12, the second 
Women Voters'» convention will asseniblu 
at Salt Lake City. 
The Ga'st conven- 
tion was held last fail at San Fran- 
cisco. 
That convention 
commissioned 
two envoys to bring to congress and 
the president the message of the women 
voters, telling them that the Anthony 
amendment must be submitted. 


"We are working now to convincc 
the party in power of the political in- 
advisability of ignoring the demand of 
this powerful body of women voters. 
Wo do not believe the party leaders 
will be so politically unwise as to ig- 
nore the western women." 


"And if they do?" I asked. 
"The votintr women of the west will 
use their political power as seems best 
to further the cause of suffrage." 


"The convention at Salt Lake City,'' 
she said, "will be the result of the or- 
ganization of the women's party. 
Al- 
ready eight organizers of the congres- 
sional union are busy in the western 
states, and by the tinie the convention 
is held in IMay, we expect to have a 
complete party organization 
in every 
Bubdivision of every one of the froo 
states. 


"This new women's party will have 
but one plank in its platform—women 
lirst! 
Its members will rorae from the 
ranks of all political parties, and they 
will pleclge themselves to work irre- 
spective of the interests of any politinal 
party for suffrage by federal amend- 
ment."

I. General 
Information — Omitting 
iMSons 4, 7 and 11, all of Uie past 
quarter's work has to do with the 
early, the apostolic church, covering 
a period of time from A. D. 30 to per- 
haps A. D. 37, six or seven years. The 
chief events are the resurrection ol 
Jesus, the coming of the Holy Spirit, 
the change in the apostles, particular- 
ly Peter, the conversion and baptism 
of 3,000 believers, fellowship and won- 
ders worked among these believers, the 
beginning of persecution, the selection 
of seven deacons, Stephen's testimony 
and death, the dispersion of the Chris- 
tians, the work of Philip, great growth 
In the early church. 


Historically these lessons have to 
do with the things that Jesus began 
and continued to do after his resur- 
rection through the power of the Holy 
Spirit. It is, therefore, a story of the 
power of the risen Christ. The prin- 
cipal characters are of two classes. (1) 
The leading workers. 
Of these are: 
Peter and John, apostles; the 120 dis- 
ciples, Barnabas, the seven deacons, 
particularly Stephen and Philip; the 
Ethiopian eunuch and Gamaliel, who 
gave some friendly assistance. 
(2) 
The chief enemies: Those who falsely 
accused the apostles, the rulers of the 
Jews and the temple, Ananias and 
Bapphira, Saul and Simon Magnus. 


It is not difficult to paint a word pic- 
ture of the events of the past quar- 
ter. 
This may be done by assigning 
to separate pupils such questions as: 
Where, when and why did the event 
of this lesson occur? To another pu- 
pil assign the task of telling what he 
thinks the scene looked like, and to 
Btill another to name the chief per- 
sons mentioned in each lesson. Let 
these assignments omit lessons 4, 7 
and 11, which do not chronologically 
fit into t' J work of this quarter. The 
remaining pupils should be primed to 
•upply any omitted facts and to cor« 
rect any mistakes. 


I. The Coming of Power. Lesson 1. 
The ascension of Jesus is one that 
shows UB the risen Christ as the giver i 
of the Holy Spirit and h» is the All ' 
Powerful One who has carried for- 
ward the things Jesus "began to do." 
Lesson 2. This Is very much the same 
except that it suggests the man side 
of this transaction. As the early dis- 
ciples obeyed, they received. 
In lik« 
manner the Spirit is given today to 
those that "ask him." Lesson 3 shows 
what effect we may anticipate when 
we proclaim the fact of the risen 
Christ. 


II. The Use of Power. Lesson 5 


(omitting No. 4) has to do with the 
daily walk and work of those who had 
so recently received this newly be- 
stowed power. 
Through his servants, 
Jesus, by tae power of the Spirit, heals 
and makes strong the lame man at 
the temple gate—a case of "applied 
Christianity," the poTrer of practical 
social service. 
As a result of this 
service Peter and John (Lesson 6) had 
opportunity to give their testimony to 
the rulers, the result of which con- 
founded the enemies who thought they 
bad conquered Christ at Calvary—the 
use of power in testimony. The fur- 
ther evidence of how this new power 
was using men is that given in leisoa 
3, the Christian Brotherhood at JerU' 
ealem. 


III. The Teet of Power. 
Stephen 
(lesson 10) was one of those who had 
been separated for the care of th« 
temporal aftalrs of the early church, 
yet his testimony and martyrdom eaa* 
ily makes him more famous than most 
of the apostles and forever exalts th» 
layman in the Christian church. 


One other (lesson 12) of those seren 
deacons, Philip, was also so signally 
used and blessed that his name and 
deeds are almost as familiar to us as 
is the work of Stephen. 


In the first case this newly bestowed ' 
power filled the witness with a calm- 
ness and courage that will always re- 
main an inspiration, while in the sec- 
ond illustration Philip so gave himself 
to the direction and leadership of the 
Spirit as to go where he was sent; 
and when to human judgment his 
presence was essential to the carrying j 
on of a great revival, he obeyed the 
new command and left the multitude 
to deal with a single IndlvIduaL 


Jesus makes no reference to th« 
"mass consciousness" and the Holy 
Spirit's power receives no greater or 
more far-reaching test than that which 
had to do with its dealings with the 
Individual soul. 


Each teacher should seô to It that 
each scholar shall read these eight 
chapters several times. If possible, be- 
fore the review occurs, in .ord&r that 
they may see the quarter's wotk as a ' 
whole, for it is indeed one story: the 
«tory of the risen Christ winning men \ 
to himself and equipping them to go 
forth In obedience to his last great 
oommand (Luke 24:4(U9; AcU 1:8.)

IS ClUB nmY 


Enemy Gold and Influ- 
ence" Blamed for Trou- 
ble in Australia. 


Sydney, Australia. Feb. 18.—(Corre- 
spondence of The Associated Press).— 
A recent riot at Sydney in which some 
15,000 soldiers were involved can be 
eallcd by no other name than "mutiny" 
in the official view of Senator Pearce, 
the minister for defense, who expresses 
his belief that trouble among the Aus- 
tralian recruits has been inspired by 
"enemy ^old and influence." 


Newspapers in Sydney and elsewhere, 
however, attribute the outbreak to long 
continued failure by the defense depart- 
ment to see > that 
wartime discipline 
is maintained at the trainino' carapa. 


(Some details of the riots at Syd- 
ney have already been learned through 
the arrival of steamships at San Fran- 
cisco, btrt the foIIoAvint» elaborates and 
confirms previous advices. 


The troops involved in the mutiny 
were from the traininjf camps at Oosula 
and 
Liverpool, near this city. 
The 
trouble was due primarily to an order 
from the inspector-general of the com- 
monwealth forces, ^iajor General J. W. 
McCay, increasing the number of hourj 
of weekly drill from 36 to 4OV2. 
This 
order was issued from headquarters at 
Melbourne, and was immediately 
re- 
ceived with poor gra<M by the recndtj 
at the two big training camps. The 
order was to go into effect on the morn- 
ing of February 14. On that mornin»; 
5,000 men marched out of the CasuU 
camp, which is about 25 miles • from 
Sydney, on what they called a "strike.*' 
It is assumed that the military "guard 
at the camp was not strong enough to 
offer resistance. In any case the Casula 
men marched to the nearby Liverpool 
camp and induced about 10,000 men t«» 
join in the "strike." 
Although a con- 
siderable number of recruits .at both 
camps refused to join in the mutinous 


proceedings, the leaders of the "strike" 
were followed by a big majority of all 
the recruits. 


Th© first trouble occurred in the town 
of Liverpool where, before noon, large 
bodies of soldiers had wrecked two 
saloons, drunk much liquor, and taken 
practical possession of the place. The 
trains running from Liverpool to Syd- 
ney were seized by the soldiers, and 
they swarmed into Sydney duriiij; the 
rest of the day. Tlie men at first con- 
tented themselves with parading in mil- 
itary formation, but later they began 
to "rush" trolley-cars, 
commit 
petty 
looting, and frightening 
women nn»t 
children. By evening the situation had 
become serious for the majority of the 
men had become intoxicated. 
The city 
police were called out to their maximum 
strength in both foot and mounted men 
and attempted to enforce a special order 
for the closing of saloons. 
The police 
were unable to cope with the situation, 
however, 
and armed 
regular^ 
were 
brought from the Casula and Liverpool 
camps. 


In 
{he early 
evening the rioters 
stormed the German club. 
Althougli 
that institution was closed by the au- 


thorities sonje time ago, the men wan- 
tonly stoned it, and broke into many 
otluT buildings. 
A large number of 
arrests wore made. Finally a party of 
"strikers" attuckod a number of soldier- 
pickets stationed at the Central railway 
station. 
The rioter.^ were first to fire, 
using their revolvers, and the pickets re- 
Tflurned with rifles. As a rt-sult of this 
clash a cavalryman 
from Queensland 
Avas killed and eight other rceruits seri- 
ously wounded.

During the night the regular sol 
diors succeeded in getting the recruit! 
back to their respective camps, having 
arrested the ring leaders. 
Some of th« 
latter were dealt with l^-iiently witif 
short jail sentences, but iho principal 
ones were taken in hand by the mil- 
itary authorities for court martial. 


Keen regret was felt in Sydney and 
all over Australia because of the mutin- 
ous conduct of the recruits. 
Apprehen- 
sion was felt lest the reports of thi 
trouble .should be exaggerated abroad, 
' and for a time the censorship prevented 
any acouunt of the occurrences.

Those Long Bange 
Forecasts. 


Washington, D. 0.. March 
24;—Thé 
cWef of the U. S. weather bureau stated 
today that in the opinion of the bureau 
a new system of 
long-rango weather 
forecasting, which has been widely dis- 
cussed recently, was quite 
fallacious. 
The new system is said to be based on 
the spottedness of the sun and rifta 
and shafts of aolar radiation. 
In tb« 
opinion of the weather bureau it 
ht- 
longs in the 
same class 
with 
other 
method» of 
long-range . weather 
fore- 
caeting based on lunar, planetary, muij- 
netic. and astrological 
considerations. 
None of t^ese systems, it is said, - ha4 
any scientiflc value. 


During th&'past few years the weath- 
er bureau has received full specifica- 
tions concerning all the

de-

When the disk of the iyn is minutely 
examined with powerful telescopes, or 
when it is photographed with the aid 
of the modern spectroheliograph,

surface presents a characteristic spotted 
appearance 
which 
vuidergoes 
slight 
changes from day to day, and greattr 
changes with longer intervals of time, 
depending upon the well known rotation 
of the sun upon its axis and the peri- 
odic recurrence of the sunspot maxi)ua 
and minima. 
These and 
certain 
well- 
known jehited plicnoinena «re no^v pur. 
forward as tlie basis of a new sciencii 
which will make possible forecasts of 
the, weather far, in advance. 
That these 
features of solar activity, however, dc- 
-tually should control, and determine "th'j 
daily changes and' sequence of weathor 
conditions in any definite or direct and 
consequential manner, ia roguarded by 
the government scientists as quite i/ii- 
possible. 
Solar phenomeiia of the kind 
described dp not have any direct influ- 
ence upon the weather at any particu- 
lar time and place, and can not 
made 
the basis of any forecasts whatsoever. 


The alleged discovery is regarded aa 
only one of a number of similar schemeii 
wfjich are continually being put for- 
ward.' In some cases \the i^vocates of 
the«« Bohemia assert that they can forft- 
cast the weather for weeks or moutiis 
in advance, «pd in others they state 
that they have found means of produc- 
ing. rain artificlaHy, of prevepting hail,

The U. S. weather bureau itself is the 
authorized apencv of the government to 
collect 
meteorological 
observation 
and 
make.and issue weather forecasts and 
warnings. 
Every important nation of 
the world has a simlar organization and 
all use essentially the same methu(is. 
All of these organizations condemn and 
disprove the methods and theories of 
those who assert tliat they are able to 
predict the weather for any considerable 
period in advance.

Various organizations have ofTered to

own members. 
In Chicago, Charles M. 
Hayes, president of the Chicago Motor 
club and of the City Public Safety com- 
mission, is carrying out siiuilar plana. 


"It ¡3 true t h a t the advent of the au- 
tomobile into modern conditions of life 
has probably hastened the time of this 
tremendous movement for 'safety

Leech had, in his paper, criticised the

Ck)lumbus, X. M., March 23.—Every 
day is circus day in Columbus while 
the troops are going out! 


That is, the youthf>il and transient 
populations gather at the railroad yards 
to 
watch 
the soldiers, 
horses, 
motor 
trucks, aeroplanes, hospital wagons, un- 
load—just 
like you used to gaze io 
wonder upon as early as 3 a. m., while 
the gorgeous floats and animal wagons 
of the ''greate.st show on earth"' wer 
lowered 
down 
the 
runways 
to 
the 
giound in your home town. 


All 
the 
photographers were 
shooed 
back to El Paso, so this will have to 
do for pictures of the proceedings when 
Uncle Sam detrains for war. 


Every sidetrack in sight is filled with 
trains lust emptied 
or 
about to be 
emptied of their military freight. 
Long 
rows of flat cars are lined up at the 
cross. 
The first bears two motor trucks 
labeled "United Sta-tes aviation squad- 
ron." Drivers back them down runways 
and bump them across the tracks. 


When the first car is unloaded, 
sol- 
diers. 15 or 20 to a side, roll it down 
the track out of the way. 


Then the next car is unloaded in the 
same manner, and all the rest. 


The 
aeroplanes 
themselves 
are 
in 
box cars, with doors cut in the ends. 
First out come the wings. 
A soldier ! 
starts with a wing under his arm and 
a fresh breeze nearly wrests it from his 
grasp. 
Thereafter two men take each 
wing. 


The propellors come put 
piecemeal, 
blade at a time. 
They're loaded into 
wagons and motor trucks and started 
for the assembling grounds south and 
cast of the camp. 


Sweating Mexicans rush work on a 
side track into camp, to carry tomor- 
roAv's trains directly into the encamp- 
ment. 
These Mexicans toil for Uncle 
Sam while brothers and kinsmen, an 
auto-load of them, are hu.stled in thu 
early morning to jail at Deming, tht; 
county seat. 


One of these in the prison car is a 
waiter at the Hotel Columbus. 
In his 
room they found army overcoats and 
articles 
believed 
to 
have been 
taken 
from the stores by Villa's bandits. 


Nearly all tlie Mexican men and half 
the American men have left Columbus. 


From the knoll south of the tracks 
and west of the big ditch, the knoll 
from which Axilla's machine gun 
spU 
death over Columbus the morning of 
the outlaws' raid, groups of soldiers sur- 
vey the scene—the new camp going up 
to the west, of soldiers just in from the 
Pacific coast: 
the cavalry on 
march 
down the road to the south ; the atomic 
dust cloud on the distant 
southwest 
desert 
where, 
they 
say, 
Carranzista 
troops are watchfully waiting. 


Soldiers of 
the 
16th 
infantry 
are 
wishing thev were back in "the islands" 
(the Philippines.) 


"If this is 'God's country' I hope never 
to see the other fellow's" says one. 
. A troop of cavalry, red squadron flag 
at its head, canters through the streets. 
Another troop maneuvers dust fully in 
the "age and cactus and 
greaaewood 
west of camp. 


This is the tropic border, but it's cold 
in the morning. 
Soldiers turn 
their 
back» to the wind; newspapermen be- 
siege the three dry goods stores 
for 
sweaters and heavier khaki and sheep- 
skin coats.

of Verdun. The intention apparently 
is to break up an anticipated attempt 
of the Germans to debouch from this 
cover and make further efforts to ad- 
vance southward toward the main, 
line Paris-Verdun railway, some four 
and one-half miles distant. East of 
the Meuse the German bombardment 
seems to have diminished in-intensi- 
ty, only intermittent firing being re- 
ported in the vicinity of Douaumont 
and Damloup, and in the Woevre re- 
gion. 


Although the Verdun battle holds. 


the center of attention, scarcely les» 
interest is being aroused by the «le- 
termmed attacks of the Russians TO 
the German northern front in the 
east.

Perils ia Africa, Chase by Sub- 


marine «nd Ocean, Storm. 


Huntington, Ind., March' 24.—"I am 


glad to get back to Indiana," said Mrs. 
Vernon Kopp, after arriving in College 
Park, this city, from Sicrro Leone, West 
Africa. 
"Being chased by a submarine 


and narrowly escaping shipwreck in a 
storm do not tend to make a trip en- 
joyable, but, believe me, I would gladly 
CO through it all again to get back 
home to Indiana. 
You do not know 


what it means—a sight of tho home 
country again." 


Mrs. Kopp and her husband have been 


conducting" a. boys' mission school at 
Sierre Leone for more than a year. She 
was obliged to return to., this country 
to receive a minor surgical operation 
that had become imperative: Mrs. Kopp 
sailed from .Freeport. .West Africa, on 
^February 2 for the'.'Unitod States alonu 
and too weak to care for a small daugh- 


ter, who will come in a Jew weeks iu 
care of another missionary woman. 


The Batanga, the fillip on which ehe 


had taken passage, was bound for the 
Canary Islands. 
Tho day before they 


entered the harbor a submarine was 
sighted. 


"I was tho only passenger on the 


ship," eaid Mrs. Kopp. "I didn't know 
anything of the danger we were in until 
we came to the Canary Islands the next 
day. Then the captain told me of it. I 
don't see how we escaped us we were 
lcgitimute*prey and the submarine was 
within range, according to the euptain. 
They told us ut the islands that n Ger- 
man bout had been prowling about for 
some time and that was probably the 
one we sighted. 


Escaping destruction from the sub- 


marine did not end the danger of the 
trip. From the Canaries to Porto Rico, 
in the Barcelona, was uneventful com- 
pared to the previous voyage, but from 
Porto Rico to Xew York the trip was 
stormy. 


The Philadelphia, the ship on which 


Mrs. Kopp was traveling, left Porto 
Rico on.February 22. Three days out 
of New York they ran into a big storm 
which,taxed every effort of the crew to

»'omen," answered Alice Paul, chairman 
of the Congressional Union for Wotuuu 
suffrage, the organization 
backing the 


i^usan B. Anthony federal amendm-'ut 
for woman suffrage before congress. 


"Aa to how far it will be u«ed. if 


necessary to use it, we will decide when 
the time comes. 


"If the party in office, which alone 


has power to report out and pass the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment, does so, 
there will be no need for mobilizing tho 
women voters. 
If it does not— well, 


we will wait and see." 


The congressional union has issued a 


call to all women eligible to vote in the 
1916 elections, to study the election 
laws of their states and take steps nec- 
essary to qualify as voters. 


"tulefis the party in power yields to 


the demands of women and submits tho 
Anthony amendment," said Miss Paul, 
"the vote of every free, woman will he 
needed in November to drive home tin; 
truth,that the women of America stand 
for 'suffrage first.' 


^"On May 11 and 12, the second 


Women Voters' convention wjll assemblis 
at Salt L«ke City. The first conven- 
tion was held last fall at San Fran- 
cisco. 
That convention commissioned 


two envoy's to bring to congress iind 
the president the message of the women 
voters, telling them that tho Anthony 
amendment must be submitted. 


"We are working now to convince 


the party in power of the political in- 
advisability of ignoring the demand of 
this powerful body of women voters, 
We do not believe the party leaders 
will he so politically unwise as to ig- 
nore the western women." 


"And if they do?" I asked. 
: 


"The voting wom«n of tho west will 


use their political power us »eems besl. 
to further the cause of suffrage," 


"The convention at §alt Lake City," 


she said, "will be the result of the or- 
ganization of the women's party. 
Al- 


ready eight organizcri. of the congres- 
sional union are busy in the western 
states, and by the time the convention 
is held in May, ws expect to. hive a. 
complete party organization in even- 
subdivision of every one of the free 
states. 


"This new women's party will havn 


but one plank in its platform— woiaen 
first! Its members will come from the 
nuil^s of all political parties, and they 
will pledge themselves to work irre- 
spective of the interests of any politinnl 
party for suffrage by federal amend- 
ment."

the temple gate—a case of "applied 
Christianity," the pcwer of practical 
social service. 
Aa u result of this 


service Peter and John (Lesson 6) had 
opportinity to give their testimony to 
the rulers, the result of which con- 
founded the enemies who thought they 
had conquered Christ at Calvary—the 
use of power in testimony. 
The fur- 


ther evidence of how this new power 
was using men is that given in lesson 
8, the Christian Brotherhood at Jem 
Balom. 


III. The Test of Power. Stephen 


(lesson 10) was one of those who had 
been separated for the care of th« 
temporal affairs of the early church, 
yet his testimony and martyrdom eas- 
ily makes him more famous than most 
of the apostles and forever exalts the 
layman in ths Christian church. 


One other (lesson 12) of those seven , 


deacons, Philip, was also so signally i 
used acd blessed that his name and 
deeds are almost as familiar to ua as 
is the work of Stephen. 


In the first case this newly bestowed 
r 


power filled the witness with a calm- 
ness and courage that will always re- 
main an inspiration, while In the sec- 
ond illustration Philip so gave himself 
to ths directioa and leadership of the 
Spirit as to go where he was sent; 
and when to human judgment his 
presence was essential to the carrying 
on of a great revival, he obeyed the I 
new command and left the multitude 
to deal with a single individual. 


Jeaus makes no reference to the, 


"mass consciousness" and the Holy ! 
Spirit's power receives no greater or j 
more far-reaching test than that which ! 


had to do with its dealings with tha 
Individual soul. 


Each teacher should see to it that 


each scholar shall read these eight 
chapters several times, if possible, be- 
fore the review occurs, in order that 
they may see the quarter's work as a 
whole, for it is indeed one story: the 
story of the risen Christ winning men 
to himself and equipping them to go

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"Enemy Gold and .Influ- 


ence" Blamed for Trou- 


ble in Australia. 


Sydney, Australia. Feb. 18.—(Corre- 


spondence of The Associated Press).— 
A recent riot at Sydney in which some 
in.OOO soldiers were involved can be 
called by no other name than "mutiny 
in the officinl view of Senator 1'carcn, 
the minister for defense, who expresses 
his belief that trouble ainonjj the Aus- 
tralian recruits h:is been inspired by 
"piipmy gold and influence." 


Newspapers in Sydney and elsewhere, 


however, attribute the outbreak to long 
continued failure by the defense depart- 
'nu-nt lo see that wartime discipline 
is maintained at the training camps. 


(Some details of the riots at Syd- 


ney Imvo already; been learned through 
the arrival of steamships at San Fran- 
cisco, but the following elaborates and 
confirms previous advices. 


The troops involved in the mutiny 


were from the training camps at Casula 
and 
Liverpool, near this city. 
The 


trouble was due primarily to an order 
from .the inspector-general of the com- 
monwealth forces, Major General J. W. 
McCay, increasing the number of hour.; 
of weekly drill from 36 to 40%. This 
order was issued from headquarters at 
Melbourne, and was immediately 
re- 


ceived with poor grace by the recruitj 
at the two big training camps. The 
order was to go into effect- on the morn- 
ing of February 14. On that morning 
6,000 men marched out of the Casulu, 
camp, which is about 2o miles from 
Sydney, on what they called a "strike.'1 
It is assumed that the military guard 
at the camp was not strong enough to 
offer resistance. In any case the Casula 
men marched to the nearby Liverpool 
camp and induced about 10,000 men to 
join in tlie "strike." 
Although a con- 


siderable number of recruits at both 
camps refused to join in the mutinous 


proceedings, the leaders of the "strike" 
were followed by a big majority of all 
the recruits. 


The first trouble occurred in the town 


of Liverpool where," before noon, large 
bodies of soldiers bad wrecked two 
saloons, drunk' much liquor, and taken 
practical possession of the place. 
The 


trains running from Liverpool to Syd- 
ney were seized by the soldiers, and 
they swarmed into Sydney during the 
rest of the day. The men at first con- 
tented themselves with parading in mil- 
itary formation, but later they bcgau 
to '''rush" trolley-cars, 
commit petty 


looting", and 
frightening 
women nmi 


children. By evening the situation had 
become serious fur the majority of tb.« 
men had become intoxicated. The cilv 
police were called out to their maximum 
strength in both foot and mounted men 
n.nd attempted to enforce a special order 
for the closing of saloons. 
The police 


were unable to cope with lhe situation, 
however, 
and 
armed 
regulars 
were 


brought from the Casula and Liverpool 
camps. 


In 
the 
early 
evening 
thp. rioters 


stormed the German club. 
Although 


that institution was closed by the au- 


thorities some time ago, the men wan- 
tonly stoned it, and broke into 7nany 
other buildings. 
A large number of 


arrests were made. Finally a party of 
"strikers'1 attacked a number of soldier- 
pickets stationed at the Central railway 
station. 
The rioters were first to fire, 


using thcir-revolvers, and the pickets re- 
wturned with rifles. As a result of this 
clash a cavalryman 
from Queensland 


was killed and eight other recruits seri- 
ously wounded.

During the night the regular sol 


diers succeeded in getting tlie recruiti 
back to their respective camps, having 
arrested the ring leaders. -Some of thi 
latter were, dealt with loiiently witb 
short jail sentences, but the principal 
ones were taken in hand by the mil 
itary authorities for court martial. ' 


Keen regret was felt in Sydney and 


all over Australia because 9! the mutin- 
ous conduct of the recruits. Apprehen- 
sion was felt lest the reports of tin 
trouble should be exaggerated abroad, 
and for a time the censorship prevented 
any account of the occurrences.

been carefully studied and examined by 
its scientific staff.

scientists of international reputation 
now connected with the stronjjeat in=ti- 
tutions of tlio world engaged in'astro- 
nomical research, and conducting invu-s- 
tieations 
into solar 
and 
terrestrial 


physics, have also passed upon these 
new theories. These authorities are in 
accord that the' ^deductions and con- 
clusions drawn from the solar conditions 
on which the new system is based are 
unwarranted. 


When tho disk'of the sun is minutely 


examined with powerful telescopes, or 
when it is photographed with thu aid 
of the modern spcctroheltngrapli, 
the 


surface presents a characteristic spotted 
appearance 
which 
undergoes 
slight-) 


chances from day to day, and greater' 
changes with longer intervals of time, 
depending upon the. well known rotation 
of the sun upon its axis and the lie'ri- f 
odic recurrence of the sunspnt maxima 
and minima. These and certain well- 
known related phenomena are now pur. 
forward as the basis of a new science 
which will make possible forecasts of 
the weather far in advance. That, those 
features of solar activity, however, ,'.c- 
tually should control and determine tli': 
daily changes and sequence of weatimr 
conditions in any definite or direct and 
consequential manner, is regarded by 
the government scientists as quite im- 
possible. Solar phenomena of the kind 
described do not have any direct influ- 
ence upon the weather at any particu- 
lar time and place, and can not. be made 
the basis of any forecasts whatsoever. 


The alleged discovery is regarded as 


only one of a number of similar schemer, 
which are continually being put for- 
ward. Jn some cases the advocates of 
these schemes assert that they can fore- 
cast the weather for weeks or month'; 
in advance, and in others they state 
that they have found means of produc- 
ing rain artificially, of preventing bail, 
and in oilier ways of interfering with 
and conlrnllin" atmospheric, phenomena. 
These pretensions meet with a certain 
credence becatice there are a number of 
people, who still clirtfr to the ancient 
belief in the influence of the moon on 


thn growth and development of crops, 
and to the idea that the weather con- 
ditions depend upon planetary and as- 
trological combinations. In consequence 
the weather bureau has been called 
upon from time to time to caution the 
general public against putting faith in 
these so-called, discoveries. 


The U. S. weather bureau itself is the 


authorized agency of the. government to 
collect meteorological observation and 
make nnd issne^ weather forecasts and 
warnings. 
Kvcry important nation of 


the world has a simian organization aud 
all use essentially the same methods. 
All of these organizations condemn nnd 
disprove the nicthp.ds nnd theories of 
those who assert that they arc able to 
predict the weather for any considerable 
period in advance.

\V. D. Rockwell, secretary of this or- 
ganization, has started some very ac-' 
live work in organizing various sub- 
committees in the Detroit civie and so- 
cial organizations, to work among their 
own members. In Chicago, Charles M.

"It is true that the advent of the au-
